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Former State Senator William Faust 


City mourns death 
of ‘devoted senator’

Known as a ‘•friend of 
Michigan libraries,” former 
State Senator William Faust, 
a representative of western 
Wayne County for 28 years, 
died Saturday at age 65. 

Faust, who retired from 
the state office Jan. 1, 1995, 
spent the last days of his 28- 
year term at Michigan Capi- 
tal Medical Centers in Lans- 
ing recovering from triple- 
bypass and gallbladder sur- 
gery. He died from complica- 
tions from the surgeries. 

“It is kind of ironic that 
Bill was elected in 1966 from 
a hospital bed and he ended 
his career in a hospital bed,” 
Westland City Council liaison 
Joseph Benyo said. 

While competing for the 
Senate seat in 1966, Faust 
was involved in an auto- 


mobile accident which left 
him confined to a wheel- 
chair. However, despite the 
obstacles, he continued to 
pursue a career in the state 
government. 

“Bill Faust overcame 
great obstacles and adversity 
in his life and he was a great 
Senator and a powerful 
leader,” Democratic Senate 
Leader Art Miller Jr. said. 

Faust underwent the by- 
pass operation Dec. 23, 1994 
after visiting his physician 
for a checkup. According to 
Benyo, Faust had 95-percent 
blockage in the arteries lead- 
ing to his heart so surgery 
was performed immediately. 
Later his gallbladder was 
removed.

Official newspaper 
voting deadlocked

The Romulus City Council 
split 3-3 Monday night on 
whether to declare Michigan 
Community Newspapers as the 
official newspaper for the city 
in 1995. 

Veteran Councilmen Ellis 
Pennington, Jimmie Raspbe- 
rry and Mayor pro tern Mary 
Ann Banks voted to keep the 
parent company of the Ro- 
mulus Roman as the official 
publication for the city. 

Councilmen William Wad- 
sworth, Michael Prybyla and 
Randolph Gear voted against 
the motion. 

Banks said City Clerk Linda 
Choate will now have to sched- 
ule another vote on the issue 
when all seven council mem- 
bers are present Councilman 
Noah “Pete” Bergeron was 
missing from the Monday night 
meeting. 

Pennington opened the dis- 
cussion by saying he sup- 
ported the recommendations 
of Choate and City Purchasing 
Agent Lynn Conway on behalf 
of the Michigan Community 
Newspapers. 

Bids from both newspapers 


listed an identical advertising 
rate of $4.25 per column inch 
for the city legal ads. 

Pennington admitted that 
he has not always supported 
the Romulus Roman in the 
past. 

“There are a lot of items I 
don’t agree with the Roman, 
but because I don’t agree with 
them doesn’t mean the news 
shouldn’t be published,” Pen- 
nington continued. 

“The Roman has given us 
good service and has lived up 
to its contract with us and pro- 
vides lots of good positive Ro- 
mulus news,” Pennington said. 

Raspberry supported Pen- 
nington’s motion by saying, “I 
hate to see the day when the 
First Amendment rights are 
taken for granted. The Ro- 
mulus Roman prints what it 
deems is news. 

“The Roman has the bigger 
local circulation and contains 
the name Romulus. I vote we 
continue with the Romulus Ro- 
man,” Raspberry concluded. 

Banks vowed she likes the 
style of the News-Herald, but 
said the last time the city gave 
the official paper status to that

are renewed

New legislative bills to ban 
commercial hazardous waste 
injection wells and to require 
background checks on persons 
applying for such permits have 
been introduced in the Michi- 
gan House of Representatives 
by Rep. Gregory Pitoniak (D- 
Taylor). 

Last year Pitoniak began ac- 
tion on a similar commercial 
hazardous well ban bill for 
Michigan, but that action died 
on Dec. 31, 1994 along with 
hundreds of other House and 
Senate bills on which no ac- 
tion was taken. 

Pitoniak reported last week 
that he has filed two bills for 
the 88th Michigan State Legis- 
lature to consider on the envi- 
ronmental issues and is 
planning companion bills. 

Pitoniak, who represents 
residents of Romulus as well 
as Taylor, told his legislative 
colleagues, “I am facing the 
prospect of a hazardous waste 
injection well being built and 
operated in my district. At the 
present time, there are no 
commercial hazardous waste 
injection wells operating in 
Michigan and state industries 
have not been having a hard 
time finding other means of 
disposing of such waste in a 
safe and efficient manner.” 

“Furthermore, the Michigan 
Department of Natural Re- 
sources and the federal Envi- 
ronmental Protection Agency 
do not have adequate re- 
sources to properly monitor 
wells that may be built or the 
transportation of waste to 
them,” Pitoniak said. 

Pitoniak’s actions come in 
the midst of extensive litiga- 
tion between Romulus and the 
Environmental Disposal Sys- 
tems. who are seeking to oper- 
ate such a well on Wahrman 


Road in Romulus. 

Numerous western Wayne 
County and Downriver com- 
munity governments last year 
also passed resolutions sup 
porting the Romulus fight and 
Pitoniak’s well ban bill. 

Pitoniak also reveals that he 
will introduce companion bills 
that would: 

• increase the amount of 
bonding required to operate, 
cap or clean up an injection 
well. 

• mandate site assessments 
to check for contamination on 
land being considered for 
deep well injection. 

• prohibit the cqrtstruction 
of hazardous waste injection 
wells near residential areas. 

• and provide the Depart- 
ment of Natural Resources 
with jurisdiction* over the 
transportation of waste to an 
injection well site.

McAnally details 
EDS site visit 

Mayor Beverly McAnally 
clarified her statement concer- 
ning a brief visit to the Envi- 
ronmental Disposal Systems 
property' by saying she never 
toured the facility with City 
Building Director David Paul 
and Mayor pro tern Mary Ann 
Banks.

6-year tax abatement OK’d

A six-year tax abatement for 
$16.5 million in personal prop- 
erty by Hayes Wheels Interna- 
tional Inc. was approved 
Monday night by the Romulus 
City Council. 

The Hayes Wheels company 
located on Huron River Drive 
is a manufacturer of automo- 
tive components and is prepar- 
ing for a massive new 
manufacturing line of alumi- 
num wheels. 

To prepare for the manufac- 
turing change, Hayes Wheels 
is going to add $16,575,000 in 
new equipment. 


Initial marketing tests, com- 
pany spokesmen say, have 
shown remarkable sales po- 
tential for the fabricated alu- 
minum wheels that weigh only 
about 40 percent as much as 
the current steel wheels. 

The production change is 
also expected to add about 56 
new jobs to the assembly line, 
the City Council was told. 

Councilmen Jimmie Rasp- 
berry and Ellis Pennington 
strongly endorsed the abate- 
ment plan recommended by 
Mayor Beverly McAnally and it 
was approved by a 6-0 vote. 

Councilman Noah “Pete” 
Bergeron was excused. 

Hayes Wheels originally 


had asked for a 12-year abate- 
ment, but that was trimmed in 
half after talks with McAnally. 

The council also voted 6-0 to 
approve McAnally’s consent 
agenda including: 

• the purchase of six porta- 
ble Motorola radios and a 
multi-unit rapid rate charger 
from Motorola 
Communications. 

• the extension of the soft- 
ball bid with Park Athletic 
Supply for Dudley Thunder 
Red Stitch 11 and 12 inch soft- 
balls at $46.89 a dozen. 

• the extension of the bid for 
portable toilets with San-O-Let 
at the current price of $63 per 
month, per unit.

Urging Greater Romulus 
Chamber of Commerce mem- 
bers to ignore bankruptcy 
rumors spread by some in the 
community, Romulus Mayor 
Beverly McAnally declared 
last Tuesday that the city is in 
sound financial shape. 

Offering her annual State of 
the City address, McAnally 
outlined that new housing and 
industrial construction is al- 
ready planned for 1995, county 
roads are being listed for ma- 
jor upgrades within the city 
and new marketing plans are 
slated to be launched along 
with Wayne County this year. 

The mayor said the massive 
remodeling of Romulus City 
Hall is all but completed, with 
the Public Library Building 
set to be finished in the next 
few months. 

In addition 100 new home 
sites will be added this year 
through the city’s Urban De- 
velopment Plan and a large se- 
nior citizen retirement 
complex also is being 
discussed.

of the Year in 1994 based on 
his longtime service to area 
citizens. 

He announced his retire- 
ment from office earlier last 
year. Former Canton Township 
Clerk Loren Bennett was elec- 
ted to the office of 12th District 
Senate which includes: West- 
land, Woodhaven, Wayne, Van 
Buren, Brownstown, Canton, 
Sumpter and Huron towns- 
hips, Romulus, Rockwood, 
Flat Rock and Belleville. 

“He wanted us (Westland of- 
ficials) to handle things lo- 
cally. I think that’s a fine 
tribute to a man,” Benyo said. 
“We were part and parcel of 
his life. We were his family,” 
Benyo said of area residents. 

Miller mourned the loss of 
the longtime senator. The 
death of Faust “is a tremen- 
dous loss to me, to the Senate 
Democratic Caucus, to the peo- 
ple of western Wayne County 
and to all the citizens of Michi- 
gan,” Miller said. 

Faust, often referred to as 
“Dean of the Senate” for serv- 
ing the longest term as a Michi- 
gan Senator, began his 
political career as a former 
Nankin Township trustee and 
supervisor. When the township 
began to merge with the sur- 
rounding communities which 
later became Westland, Faust 
supporters advised him to be- 
come involved in a higher 
level of government with his 
extensive background in 
education. 

Westland City Council Pres- 
ident Thomas Brown knew 
Faust for 42 years as a friend 


and political ally. 

“We served together in 
township government and the 
state legislature. We worked 
together as a team to keep peo- 
ple we both represented 
happy. This (western Wayne 
County) was home to Bill 
Faust,” Brown said. 

“The man gave so much of 
himself to others that people 
didn’t even know about,” Be- 
nyo added, explaining that 
Faust would help individuals 
with problems without them 
knowing about it. 

Faust was instrumental in 
starting a state museum and 
procuring a grant for libraries 
in Wayne and Westland. 

“Certainly one of his great- 
est legacies is the beautiful 
Michigan Library and Histori- 
cal Center, which opened in 
downtown Lansing in 1989,” 
Miller said. 

The Westland Democrat was 
elected as Senate Majority 
Leader in 1984 and has served 
as vice chair of the Commerce, 
Corporations and Economic 
Development and Technology 
and Engineering committees. 

Faust, who was born in Indi- 
ana, is survived by his sister, 
Doris Beber and brother-in- 
law Gene Beber, two nieces 
and two nephews. 

Services for Faust were con- 
ducted at 10 a.m. Tuesday at St. 
Gerard Catholic Church in 
Lansing with interment in Cal- 
vary Cemetery in Garrett, Indi- 
ana. A memorial service in 
Faust’s honor will be con- 
ducted 8 p.m. Feb. 9 at St. The- 
odore’s Parish, located at 8200 
Wayne Road in Westland. 

“He will be greatly missed. 
He also will always be remerq 
bered and honored for his wis- 
dom.”

Former State Senator 
William Faust, who was this 
newspaper’s “1994 Person 
of the Year,” died Saturday 
in a Lansing hospital bed.

Although I never had the 
privilege to meet this won- 
derful man, I know a lot 
about him. In the 1970s, he 
worked closely with my 
mother, who at that time 
was chairperson of the 
State Library Board. When 
most of our elected officials 
in Lansing maintained a 
pompous air. Sen. Faust 
was down-to-earth and 
dead honest. My mother al- 
ways maintained that Sen. 
Faust was the best legisla- 
tor in Lansing during the 
• 1970s. 

When most of our elected 
officials were not inter- 


ested in funding libraries. 
Sen. Faust championed the 
cause. Maybe his crowning 
achievement was the Michi- 
gan Library and Historical 
Center, a magnificent struc- 
ture built in Lansing in 
1989, which Sen. Faust dog- 
gedly pursued. 

All of these accomplish- 
ments were achieved from 
a wheelchair. Sen. Faust 
was involved in an auto- 
mobile accident that con- 
fined him to a wheelchair 
in 1966. For 28 years there- 
after, he roamed the halls 
of the State Capitol, effec- 
tively clearing legislative 
hurdles to help Western 
Wayne County constituents 
live better lives. 

We all owe this great law- 
maker a debt of gratitude. 
He will always be remem- 
bered as one of the best cit- 
izen representatives we 
could ever send to Lansing.

When the Westland City 
Council turned down the 
waste-to-energy incinerator in 
; favor of recycling, I felt they 
-had made the right move. How- 
ever, just a short time later, 
they joined their neighboring 
communities in giving the in- 
1 cinerator their approval. 

While there’s little disagree- 
ment that a switch to recycling 
would be preferable in an 
ideal world, which would have 
a developed market for recycl- 
ables, unfortunately that 
world is still a dream. At pre- 
sent, recycling has a high price 
tag and there are physical 
' limits to what can be recycled. 
That’s why unsold reeyclables 
are piling up. 

However, proponents of the 
, , waste-to-energy incinerator 
. are courting financial disaster 
for Inkster, Wayne, and West- 
land by bucking the national 
trend against waste -money- 
to-energy plants. According to 
the Wall Street Journal these in- 
cinerators are going broke for 
lack of trash to burn, trapping 
the host communities “in a 
death spiral” while the bam- 
boozled taxpayers are getting 
third degree burned. 

The reason? Incinerators 
were not designed to be eco- 
nomic; they were designed to 
replace dumps, a disappearing 
asset that didn’t disappear, ac- 
cording to Dennis Piper, a lo- 
cal writer on environmental 
topics. That’s primarily why 
neighboring Oakland County 
, -bailed out of building a new 
waste-to-energy plant in Au- 
’ . burn Hills and retrofitting an 
,old one in Madison Heights. 
. The numbers confirm a hot 
time ahead for the proposed 


fighting with EDS because, you 
say, the well is safe. 

In a quote from the EPA, 
which was mentioned in your 
letter: “Prior to injecting the 
majority of the different types 
of hazardous wastes to be in- 
jected, EDS will have to dem- 
onstrate that the site will 
contain the waste for a 10,000 
year time period. ” This is im- 
possible. No one knows what 
will happen in the next 100 
years, let alone 10,000 years. 
You seem to be arguing that we 
shouldn’t care what happens 
in 10,000 years anyway. 

As tor your ai’gument about 
two other council members 
who are on your side, I would 
like to remind you that Coun 
oilman Bergeron clearly has a 
conflict of interest, in that his 
father-in-law sold the land tc 
EDS in the first place. To over 
look this fact is a real slick ma 
neuver on your part, but you 
must think the residents are 
really stupid not to see 
through it. 

What’s done is done. Just 
because the council and mayor 
took a wrong turn a few years 
ago does not mean that we 
have to continue down the 
wrong path. True, EDS may 
have been misled, just as the 
people of Romulus and the 
Mayor may also have been. 
Let’s stop the backbiting and 
work together to keep Ro- 
mulus a nice place to live. We 
don’t need a toxic well, we 
don’t need a casino, and we 
don’t need Tiger Stadium. Why 
is there such a hurry for us to 
expand?

Central Wayne County Sanita- 
tion Authority plant designed 
to provide incineration ser- 
vices for Inkster, Wayne, Gar- 
den City, and Dearborn 
Height’s garbage for $32.32 per 
ton at a time when the commu- 
nities can landfill their waste 
right here in Western Wayne 
County for less than $19 per 
ton, according to Flo MacCor- 
mack, of Wayne County’s envi- 
ronmental department.

I have a flat roof. I’m thinking about having a peaked roof 
put on. What are the advantages of having a peaked roof? 

• The only time this situation would be considered is 
on small commercial buildings, flat porches on homes or 
houses with flat roofs because the height of the gable on 
large buildings would be too high. Probably the main 
reason to build a gable over a flat roof is because the wood 
frame contruction has sagged and is ponding water. By 
creating a peaked roof, you’re creating a roof with a slope 
or pitch and the water will drain off. The initial cost of 
creating a peaked roof will be more, but the typical roofing 
you’d install would be shingles, which is much cheaper 
than a complete roof. All things being equal, 15-20 years 
from now another shingle roof could be installed over what 41700 Mich. Ave. 
had previously been done, at a fraction of the cost. Also, a Canton, MI 
shingle roof requires less maintenance than a commencal 397-8122 
roof that would typically be installed on a flat roof.

“Billy and Scott started do- 
ing gigs previous to starting 
Skeleton Crew,” Badynee said. 
“They originally called the 
group Scud Busters, and they 
had intentions to be a rock 
band. One day they invited me 
over to play with the group, 
and at that time I wasn’t really 
looking for anything. 

“When I decided to join the 
group, Scott and Bill said they 
wanted to have a new look and 
try something acoustic so I 
thought that would be pretty 
cool. They were looking for a 
fretless bass player.” 

Badynee said he didn’t have 
a fretless bass at the time, but 
he did have many other instru- 
ments including bass and 
harmonica. 

“I’m totally free form,” Bad- 
ynee said. “When we play out, I 
have so much freedom that 
sometimes the same song is 
played different.” 

Badynee grew up in Detroit. 
For the most part he is self 
taught on all the instruments. 
He co-founded and was the 
principal songwriter for the 
popular local pop/rock band 
Cadillac Kidz. With this group, 
he wrote the local hit single 
Shoulder to Shoulder. 

He also performs bluegrass 
and show tunes under the 
name Jib Coney Trio with his 
wife Debbie on wash-tub bass. 

As with many musicians, 
however, they begin to dream 
of dollar signs and stardom 
with their music. Badynee said 
he realized that although mu- 
sic fulfills a passion and is an 
outlet for his talent, it doesn’t 
pay the bills. 

“Music to me is like eating,” 
Badynee said. “But, I want a 
certain lifestyle, and I know 
I’m not going to be able to get it 
through the music. About 
seven years ago, I discovered 
reality. Personal greed and my 
want of things made me realize 
that I’m going to have to have 
money.” 

Badynee said it was about 


seven years ago when he was 
living in Detroit making win- 
dows that he knew that he 
wanted more. 

“I started focusing on 
money and started going 
around looking for jobs to get a 
better income," Badynee said. 
“I went to mail a letter at the 
post office and noticed that 
they were taking applications 
so I applied. I got the job 
which was great because that 
was the next step in my plan.” 

Badynee said after he be- 
came a post office employee in 
1990, life continued to get bet- 
ter and better. He got married 
to his wife Debbie and they 
had a baby girl within one 
year. 

“We bought a brand new 
car, and then we bought a 
house in Westland,” 1 Badynee 
said. “We planned on having 
another child working more 
hours. I was working 60 hours a 
week plus. Making money was 
reality for me. Music was hap- 
pening all on its own.” 

Badynee now lives in his 
third home in Livonia. He is 
very pleased with the outcome 
of the new CD, and he hopes to 
continue with his music and 
being the best mailman in 
Dearborn. 

“My customers love me,” 
Badynee said. “I get their mail 
to them early, and they knew 
they can always count on me. 
My job is a dream job for a 
song writer because you have 
five hours a day where you are 
out day dreaming. Delivering 
mail doesn’t take much.” 

What’s Badynee’s ultimate 
goal?

Outdoor siren alerts 
Westland seniors

Westland citizens may feel a 
little safer with the recent 
completion of the first two 
phases of an outdoor warning 
siren system, however, one res- 
ident wasn’t too pleased with 
the location of one of the 
sirens. 

“There’s one right in front of 
(my neighbor’s) house. It’s 
about the dumbest place I can 
think to put it,” said Westland 
resident Dorothy Smith of Ju- 
lius Boulevard. 

“With the noise that thing 
makes, they can hear it in Ro- 
mulus. I can’t understand why 
the tower is sitting on some- 
body’s front lawn. Why not in a 
field?” Smith asked. 

“Probably everybody would 
prefer to have it in somebody 
else’s front yard,” Westland 
Assistant Fire Chief George 
Riley said of the 126- decibel 
sirens. “The sirens are at a tol- 
erable level that meets state 
guidelines. Locations are criti- 
cal so they can cover the entire 
community,” Riley said of the 
sirens which sit atop tele- 
phone polls. 

According to Riley, the first 
two phases of the siren system 
have resulted in the installa- 
tion of six sirens which are lo- 
cated at: 28911 Ann Arbor 
Trail, 8100 Wayne Road. 35176 
John Hauk, 1222 Hubbard, 
38395 Palmer, and 5078 
Middlebelt. 

“We’ve been working on the 
system for a good number of 
years,” Riley said, adding that 
sirens would be placed at a to- 
tal of 10 different locations 
around the city. 

“This will give our citizens a 
much better opportunity to 
prepare for an emergency in 
our community,” Riley said. 

Although the sirens were es-

tablished to warn citizens of 
tornadoes and other severe 
weather conditions, Riley said 
the system is unique from sur- 
rounding communities be- 
cause it not only delivers a 
siren alert, it also provides res- 
idents with a voice-activated 
message. 

“We have the ability to ex- 
plain a problem in progress 
such as a truck carrying haz- 
ardous materials overturning. 
We can warn people to stay in- 
doors and close their windows 
or tell them if it’s necessary to 
evacuate an area,” Riley said. 

“Another major benefit 
would be for lost children. We 
can alert one area of the city.” 

The message alerts resi- 
dents to the exact condition 
and advises them whether the 
warning is a test or if it is nec- 
essary to take cover. 

The system will be tested 
the first Saturday of every 
month at noon. The remaining 
Saturdays, a silent test will be 
conducted. 

“The siren is activated 15 
seconds. It may be inconve- 
nient to some of the residents, 
but it will make Westland a 
safer place and I’m proud to be 
a part of it,” Riley said. 

The outdoor warning system 
will cost $240,000 total. Fund- 
ing has already been appropri- 
ated for the first to phases at a 
cost of $140,000. The third 
phase, which involves the in- 
stallation of four additional si- 
ren at a cost of $100,000, is 
proposed for the 1995-96 bud- 
get year.

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New bank opens 

Inkster youngsters learn money managing, savings skills

With a staff of 17 student 
tellers, a new “bank ' opened 
at the Baylor Woodson Ele- 
mentary School in Inkster. 

Known as the Baywood Na- 
tional Bank, the in-school 
banking program is a partner- 
ship betw'een the school and 
the NBD Inkster branch on 


Michigan Avenue. The Inkster 
school is one of 27 such banks 
operated in metropolitan De- 
troit by NBD. 

“The goal is to provide a 
hands-on learning experience 
for students. We teach them 
sound money management 
skills, the importance of saving 
money, the job interviewing 
process and the role of finan- 
cial institutions in their com- 


m unities,” said Vivian 
Gebstadt. manager of the NBD 
Inkster Branch “We re 
pleased to be in partnership 
with Baylor-Woodson. We 
think this is an excellent way 
to become involved in our 
community. 

Baylor-Woodson Principal 
Mary Moss said the children 
are excited about the program 
and the entire school is happy 


to be working with NBD. 

“I think this program is a 
wonderful idea, because it 
supplements lessons going on 
in the classroom. I believe we 
should start teaching our 
young people at an early age 
how to save and manage 
money wisely.” 

Gebstadt said, “This is an 
actual teller operation accept- 
ing only savings deposits. Stu- 


dents will be opening NBD 
savings accounts using real ac- 
count opening cards, deposit 
slips and receipts, and individ- 
ual deposit records books for 
the accounts. The student em 
ployees will also be keeping 
their own teller records.” 

Deposits can be as little as 
25 cents or as much as $10, and 
checks can be for larger 
amounts. Interest earned will 


be posted to the account 
quarterly. 

The Inkster-based bank 
branch is supplying branch 
materials and will supervise 
the students’ work. 

Gebstadt said the program 
is also introducing the stu- 
dents to job interview skills. 
Fifty students completed job

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Teddy picnic 

Museum houses exhibit of friendly bears

The ice may melt away from 
the Ice Festival but the Teddy 
Bear and Train Exhibit at the 
Plymouth Historical Museum 
will continue through Jan. 31. 

The exhibit is at 155 S. Main 
Street in Plymouth. 

According to Teddy bear 
history, the “Teddy Bear” was 
b.'.m in 1902 as a result of a 
hunting trip taken by Presi- 
dent Theodore (Teddy) 
Roosevelt. 

While on a hunt near On- 
ward. Miss., in October of 1902, 
the president refused to shoot 
a 235-pound black bear. Some 
people in his hunting party 
were eager for the president to 
go home with a bear, so they 
captured an exhausted, older 
bear near a watering hole and 
roped it to a tree. A messenger 
was sent to camp to tell the 
president he could come shoot 
his prey. When President 
Roosevelt arrived, he refused 
to shoot the captive bear and 
wouldn’t let anyone else turn a 
gun on the animal. 

Like most presidential hap- 
penings, Roosevelt’s hunt was 
covered by newsmen. Two days 
later, cartoonist Clifford Ber- 
ryman of the Washington Post 
called national attention to the 
hunting incident, and, of 
course, to the sorrowful, cap 
tive bear. 

Morris and Rose Michtom, 
Russian immigrants were the 
proprietors of a small novelty 
store in Brooklyn, N.Y. Follow- 
ing the publicized cartoon, a 
special display was created in 
their store window. 

To entice passerbys, Rose 
stitched up two bears of furry 
brown mohair and placed 
them alongside a copy of the 
cartoon. Orders flooded the 
shop, and Morris sent one of 
Rose’s creations to the presi 
dent, asking permission to call

t. Twp 7 reCousry Area 
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Seniors continue protest of director’s firing

A royal blue and gold Ro- 
tary banner, hanging from a 
wall in the Van Buren Towns- 
hip board room, asks the board 
of trustees to test their deci- 
sions against four questions. 

At the Jan. 17 board meet- 
ing, a major decision appears 
to have flunked the test posed 
by the question, “Will (the de- 
cision) build good will and bet- 
ter friendships?” The decision 
taken was a unanimous refusal 
to review the firing of senior 
citizen director Jennifer De- 
lano by community services 
Mike Long. 

The decision caused so 
much bad will that most of the 
175 seniors attending the meet- 
ing and jointly requesting the 
review walked out of the meet- 
ing after Helen Patke ex- 
pressed her disappointment 
that neither an answer nor a 
specific explanation of the fir- 
ing were provided. 

The township board would 
only say that Delano lacked 
the skills to lead the center in 
a “new direction,” without 
stating what the “new direc- 
tion” was, what yardstick De- 
lano failed, and why Delano 
couldn’t be retrained -- all 
questions repeatedly asked by 
the audience. 

“The township attorney rec- 
ommended that we don’t deal 
in specifics,” said Supervisor 
David Jacokes. 

Specific answers might have 
jeopardized the status of De- 
lano’s dismissal, since Delano 
was fired according to the 
terms of a contract with an “at- 
will” clause. Specific answers 
would have been possible only 
if Delano’s contract had con- 
tained a “just-cause” provi- 
sion, Jacokes said. 

“To discuss this now would 
be a moot point,” the super- 
visor said. 

Ill will and the dissolving of 
friendships showed them- 
selves in two ways: 

First, before most of the se- 
nibrs left, Patke told the board, 
“With all we’ve heard, I think 
w^ seniors should break away

(from the township senior cen- 
ter) to where we can hire our 
own senior director. Appar- 
ently it’s not necessary for this 
board to consult the people 
when they make decisions. We 
should break away.” 

The break is already occur- 
ring for some seniors. Not only 
have a few craft classes moved 
to Delano’s Van Buren home, 
but seniors have received in- 
formation on how to open and 
fund a new center from Rep. 
Deborah Whyman (R-Canton). 

“Seniors have been contact- 
ing my office so much that my 
office has been devoting more 
time to this issue than any 
other.” said Whyman. “Some 
calls have lasted an hour-and 
a-half.” 

Second, at the request of a 
group of seniors, Whyman also 
provided them with informa- 
tion about how to recall the 
Van Buren Township Board of 
Trustees. 

“My job is to provide infor- 
mation,” she said. “The se- 
niors were unhappy with the 
board and asked if there was a 
way to replace it” 

A spokesperson for the 
group, said a recall is being 
considered because of the 
board’s refusal to discuss the 
Delano firing and because the 
board recently voted itself a 
six percent pay raise. How- 
ever, the recall maybe delayed 
until spring, when the days are 
warmer and longer, the 
spokesperson said. 

As far as the township is 
concerned, “the issue is over,” 
said Long and Jacokes. 

“I took the necessary steps 
and we will move on,” Long 
said. “In the near future, we 
will fill the position.” 

Long was no more specific 
at the meeting. If the township 
attorney had allowed Long and 
Jacokes to explain Delano’s 


dismissal, some seniors said 
that they would not have reac- 
ted so hotly. But over and over 
during the meeting, at the mi- 
crophone or in private, seniors 
complained about the board 
members’ refusal to answer 
whether or not they would re- 
view the decision, especially 
since the seniors’ request was 
orderly presented by Van 
Buren attorney Barbara 
Rogalle Miller. 

Rather than spring the re- 
quest on the board at the meet- 
ing, Milier had sent copies of 
the written request to all 
trustees in the morning. The 
document asked for a review 
of the firing and the reinstate- 
ment of Delano. 

Miller’s brief pointed out 
that Delano’s firing and the al- 
legation that the former direc- 
tor failed to follow “new 
directions” came out of the 
blue. It portrayed Delano as an 
efficient director, especially 
able at running food programs, 
recruiting new members, and 
instituting popular programs. 
It cited Delano’s only written 
evaluation, which rated her as 
“excellent.” 

The request was taken up 
under “correspondence” at 
the beginning of the meeting 
“in keeping with expeditious 
conduct,” Jacokes said. How- 
ever, by putting the request un- 
der “correspondence” instead 
of “new business,” the board 
was not obligated to consider 
the request or vote on it, 
thereby sidestepping the 
issue. 

At first, the seniors pre- 
sented their opinions as if the 
board would consider them. 
Bob Collins asked all the se- 
niors in favor of Jennifer to 
raise their hands. All but two 
raised their hands. 

Collins and others pointed 
out that Long was a probation-

ary employee with many other 
responsibilities that might 
have detracted from his 
judgment. 

Mary Evelyn Johnson, a 17- 
year volunteer at the center 
said, “I’ve served under three 
directors. The center has de- 
veloped more in the lastthree- 
and one-half years (under De- 
lano) than in the previous 17. 
Jennifer provided unique 
knowledge as a nurse and a 
gerontologist." 

To a chorus of boos and 
jeers, which Jacokes gaveled 
down, Long told how he “went 
through the records and re- 
viewed the programming,” and 
discovered that the senior cen- 
ter “needs a proper founda- 
tion” and that “the direction 
isn’t right.” 

“Tell us what the direction 
is,” many in the crowd 
responded. 


“All I need for my old age is 
a little bit of friendship, food 
and transportation,” said Pa- 
tke. “We have all that now. 
What are you going to add to 
that?” 

“You will see a plan later,” 
Long answered. 

Unconvinced by Long’s 
statements, Leland Ruedell 
accused Long of “voicing” the 
decision, not making it. He at- 
tributed the decision to the 
board. 

In an attempt to prove 
Ruedell’s point, seniors took 
turns asking Long detailed 
questions about the center’s 
operation. 

The details were irrelevant, 
Long said, because “I have a 
stack of surveys telling us 
about problems at the center -- 
the things that have to be 
addressed.” 

The main problem was that 
only 350 Van Buren seniors out 
of 3,500 belong to the center, he 
said. “We’re no going to build 
an 11,000 square foot facility 
(the new community center) 
for 21 people.” 


The figures were disputed 
by Mike Foley, who said the se- 
nior population is 2,700 and 
that 600 belong to the center. 

Both are wrong, according 
to Monica Nichols, of the Se- 
nior Alliance, who said the 
1990 census counted 2,100 se- 
niors in the township. Using 
the census figure, the ratio of 
attendance to the senior popu- 
lation is larger than Long cal- 
culated using the inflated 
number. 

In addition to finding de- 
tails about the center’s day-to- 
day operation irrelevant. Long 
told the crowd that “truth is 
relative.”

Eventually, most of the 
crowd left. But, later in the 
evening, Mike Foley individu- 
ally asked board members, if 
each would review the firing. 
All declined. 

A few days later, Jacokes 
and Long agreed that the issue 
is dead. Jacokes wished the se- 
niors well in their own center, 
if one materializes.

Batten is ‘weighty’ champion

Romulus business owner C.J. Batten, 51, has 
built up a history of collecting weightlifting re- 
cords - dominating the 275-pound class in the 
American Drug Free Powerlifting Association 
(ADFPA) National Bench Press Championships 
in late 1994, and destroying several more lifting 
records in subsequent meets. 

“Weight lifting is a great stress reliever,” Bat- 
ten said. “To do it well, you have to take your 
mind off everything else in your life - for that 
period of time.” 

He keeps the three important parts of his life 
- home, work and workouts - totally separate. 

His record-setting skills are not only in the 
field of weightlifting. Batten, the owner of Bat- 
ten Corp. in Romulus, was part of the Old- 
smobile Aerotech program team that was 
instrumental in setting 47 new world, interna- 
tional, national and American speed and en- 
durance records with the Aurora. 

The Van Buren Township resident focuses 
on one project at a time, either devoting his full 
attention to his business, a multifaceted proto- 
type and production engine and component 
firm, or to his weightlifting competitions. 

Batten was recently recognized as the first 
lifter in the history of the ADFPA to bench 
press 500 pounds at 50 years of age. 

Last October, Batten represented the United 
States in the 275.5-pound class in the 1994 
World Master Powerlifting Championship in 
Bratislava, Slovakia. He won the silver medal 
in his class, and was the only American to set a 
record in the event by breaking a 15-year- old 
world record with a lift of 473 pounds in the 
bench press event. 

To finish the 1994 season, Batten went on a 
tear at the ADFPA Masters National Powerlift 
ing Championships in Lakeland, Fla, winning 
the 319-pound division and breaking eight na- 
tional records and setting three national re- 
cords and three American Unlimited class 
records. 

Today his goals are to win both the national 
and world weightlifting titles for 1995. 


Batten began his physical fitness more than 
30 years ago with lots of running, but then 
switched to weightlifting because of its broader 
health benefits. He currently weighs 268 
pounds and for the past three years has com- 
peted in the 275-pound weight class of ADFPA, 
which prohibit use of stimulants, steroids, co 
caine and other drugs. In addition to physical 
tests for drugs, Batten said, top participants 
also must undergo lie detector tests. 

He took part in five championships in 1994 
and plans to enter four to six this year depend- 
ing on his schedule. 

Batten said diet is very important to weight- 
lifters and lists the three most important parts 
of his training as (1) workouts; (2) recuperation 
time (periods between workouts needed by var- 
ious parts of your body) and (3) nutrition. 

Batten said the key parts of his nutrition are 
heavy doses of RDA vitamins, eating two fruits 
a day, two different vegetables and two proteins 
(he switches to red meat consumption prior to 
competition periods). 

Batten is called upon to speak to youths 
many times and always stresses the need for 
proper form in workouts. Without proper form 
participants can severely hurt themselves. 

“One of the key differences in weightlifting 
is that Americans fund themselves, and in Eu- 
rope it is a major sport with a hotbed of compet- 
itors developing now growing in Germany, 
Russia and the Ukraine among other coun- 
tries,” Batten said. 

Batten acknowledged that he has inspired 
others to get involved in the sport, but has not 
sought to preach the effort to others. 

It is now definitely an ingrained part of his 
lifestyle and he hopes to continue to be a domi- 
nant force for another decade. 

One of the many joys of weightlifting is that 
“everyone respects one another” and when you 
build up a relationship with another you feel 
free to pass on some of your secrets of success, 
he said. 

Batten hopes to compete in the national 
competition in Everett, Wash, this May and the 
world contest in Brussels, Belgium this 
October. 

Despite feeling that he is not yet at his peak, 
Batten said, “Setting records are fine, but my 
goal this year is to win both championships.”

Flying fans find niche at Willow Run squadron

Aviation lovers, 13-years-old 
and older, who can’t afford to 
buy an airplane ought to con- 
sider joining the Willow Run 
squadron of the Civil Air Pa- 
trol (CAP). 

Flying and aerospace activ- 
ities are but two of the many 
activities and opportunities 
that CAP offers. 

Since civilian pilots formed 
the organization on Dec. 1, 
1941 to assist the military as 
World War II approached, the 
CAP has evolved into the offi 
cial auxiliary of the United 
States Air Force. 

The organization has three 
missions: 

• Emergency services, 
which include search and res- 
cue missions for lost planes, 
and disaster relief assistance; 


• Aerospace education to 
keep the membership and 
public informed about aero- 
space issues; and 

• A cadet program, designed 
to build character and to pre- 
pare teenagers for aviation or 
aerospace careers. 

CAP has two programs, one 
for cadets, ages 13-21. and one 
for adults, 18 and above. 

According to Major Jeff 
Hutchinson, Michigan has 
about 60 CAP units with 2.000 
members, half of them cadets. 
The Willow Run Squadron, un- 
der the command of Captain 
Linda Hutchinson, Jeffs wife, 
has 50 members, 35 cadets and 
15 adults. 

“We’re geared around our 
cadets’ future,” said Major 
Hutchinson. 

“Willow Run cadets are 
busy," Hutchinson said, “Our 
cadets are involved in search 


and rescue and disaster relief 
missions. A recent example: 
the Air Force notified us that 
an aircraft was lost between 
Jackson and Lansing. Our ca- 
dets, who have trained as 10- 
member ground teams, met at 
a coordinating point with 
other teams. Using direction 
finders - radio detection units 
that pick up signals from air- 
planes - they split up and 
searched for the missing craft, 
which was never found.” 

Had the plane been found, 
the cadets had VHF and high 
frequency radios, which they 
would have used to talk to the 
missing pilot 

The last disaster relief mis- 
sion occurred during the sum 
mer storms of 1992. which blew 
across southern Michigan and 
caused large power outages. 
The cadets were called ic *•> 
help the Red Cross distribute 


meals to households without 
power. 

The cadet program teaches 
military customs, like saluting 
and marching drills, and also 
teaches aerospace education. 

‘‘They learn a lot about 
weather, map and compass 
reading, airplanes, general 
aviation, and the continued 
need for air power.” said Ma- 
jor Hutchinson. “Air power is 
needed because airplanes 
play an important part in our 
lives and we are interested in 
keeping this known.” 

Learning also focuses on 
aviation careers, which may 
include space travel. 

The Willow Run adult 
squadron is organized like an 
Air Force unit. Major Hutchin- 
son said. 

“There are administrative

Memories linger for Vietnam veterans

The Belleville-area chapter 
of the Vietnam Veterans of 
America is unlike any other. 

“We’re smaller than the big 
county chapters. We focus on 
Belleville. Sumpter and Van 
Buren,” said former Army 
Spec. 4 LeRoy Paige, chapter 
treasurer. 

Membership is open to any- 
body who served in the U.S. 
armed forces from 1959 to 1975 
- the war years. 

The chapter has 53 mem- 
bers, including wives and chil- 
dren. Family friendly, Paige’s 
son Brandon, 12, marches of- 
ten with his dad at chapter 
functions. 

“Our purpose is to help pro- 
mote and foster the well being 
of Vietnam veterans and to 
help them receive recognition 
as upstanding citizens instead 
of being branded as second- 
class citizens for fighting in an 
unpopular war,” he said. “We 
formed the chapter in May 


1992 because we discovered 
that there were a lot of Viet- 
nam vets in the Belleville- 
area. The need appeared to my 
wife, Kathy, and other fund- 
raisers participating in a VFW 
poppy sale for a memorial on 
High Street. As they talked to 
donators, the need 
materialized.” 

The chapter serves both as a 
community service and a sup- 
port group. “Some people have 
the false concept that we just 
sit around, tell war stories, 
drink and reminisce,” he said. 
“Actually, we’re a viable group 
of veterans that want to work 
in the community and to be a 
support group.” 

The support is necessary, he 
said, because a lot of the vet- 
erans still have war memories. 

“Everybody went through so 
many different things that the 
memories linger and some vets 
can’t cope,” he said. “After 
seeing your buddies wasted, 
killed, blown up or maimed, a 
lot of thoughts come back - 
even after 20 years.” 


The group’s most recent ac- 
tivity was a holiday food drive. 

He said. “We provided 
Christmas baskets for seven 
families who were down on 
their luck, including some 
Vietnam veteran’s families. 
Last year we provided 150 
pounds of food for the 
Goodfellows.” 

Public appearances include 
parades and flag raising 
ceremonies. 

“We do a ceremony on Me- 
morial Day and Veterans Day, 
but our biggie is POW-MIA Na- 
tional Recognition Day on the 
third Friday in September,” he 
said. 

On POW-MIA national rec- 
ognition day, the veterans turn 
out in support of the missing 
Vietnam warriors who have 
not been accounted for. 

The group next meets Feb. 
25 at the Belleville Fire Hall, 
at Liberty and Second. For

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Ranger oversees Metropark events

Forest rangers have come a 
long way since Smokey the 
Bear, and Lower Huron Metro- 
park Police Chief Vic Hess is a 
good example. 

Arriving from Detroit in 
September 1990, he modern- 
ized the rural force. 

“We began to deal with cul- 
tural diversity when I came 
aboard,” he said. 

Hess was hired to train the 
rangers to write reports, han- 
dle arrests, and control 
crowds. The park hosts 750,000 
visitors a year. 

“When I started, the staff 
was - and remains - predomi- 
nantly rural,” he said.” How- 
ever, the white and male rural 
staff was not completely at- 
tuned to the urban blacks who 
had started coming to the park 
in the sixties and the urban 
Hispanics who came in ‘90s.” 

He he taught the staff about 
ethnic similarities and differ- 
ences: how to communicate 
without offending the urban 
visitors. He also integrated the 
staff with females and 
minorities. 

Not only did he train the 
force how to get along with mi- 
norities, he also taught crowd 
control - or how to get along 
with thousands of minority 


guests. 

“At the end of May and early 
June, we have to handle 2.000 
kids playing hooky when it’s 
impossible to put two Detroit 
high schools in the same lot or 
picnic area without a fight 
breaking out in 15 minutes,” he 
said. 

At worst, Hess had to call in 
54 patrol officers in squad cars 
and 12 on horseback from 
neighboring communities to 
restore order. However, the 
training has paid off and the 
park police have not had to ar 
rest anyone since Hess took 
over. 

“We’ve never had anybody 
seriously injured in a fight or 
police incident,” he said. 

Part of the success is attrib 
uted to the parks many 
activities. 

“We provided volleyball 
courts and extra basketballs -- 
anything other than letting 
them stand around their boom- 
boxes.” he said. 

But the truant kids don’t re- 
turn after June, and the rest of 
the year is relatively smooth 
going at the 1,500-acre park. 
During the winter, the rangers 
are concerned with keeping 
the roads safe and accessible. 

“We keep the park open for 
winter activities,” he said. 

During last weekend’s snow 


storm. Hess had the plows 
ready so 30 Boy Scouts could 
reach the rustic cabin for a 
sleep-over. 

Weather permitting, winter 
activities at Lower Huron in- 
clude cross country skiing, 
sledding, and ice skating - all 
monitored by the rangers, 
Hess said. 

“We have one snowmobile 
with a stretcher on runners for 
rescues.” he said. “A11 of our 
staff are licensed first re- 
sponder Emergency Medical 
Technicians.” 

The three creek-fed skating 
ponds are scheduled to close 
at this season’s end. Set in a 
wooded ravine, sheltered from 
winds and inclement weather, 
the ponds will be open for 
skating seven days a week, 
from 8 a.m. to 9 p.m., if and 
when they freeze. The rangers 
build and maintain hardwood 
fires near pond-side benches. 

During the summer, visitors 
may bicycle or rollerblade 
along a five- mile paved trail, 
swim in a pool, golf on a par 3 
course, hike on a nature trail, 
camp, fish, and/or picnic. An 
18-hole regulation golf course 
is under construction. 

Park hours are 6 a.m. to 10 
p.m. For more information or 
to arrange a group sleep-over, 
call Hess at 697 9181.

First woman judge makes history

Will Tina Brooks Green, the 
first woman elected judge in 
the 34th District Court, become 
a role model for young female 
students in the Romulus and 
Van Buren school districts? 

Green said that issue was 
mentioned to her after her 
landslide win last November, 
but she wants to make sure 
that any such concept doesn’t 
jeopardize her sense of 
justice. 

Green took over the court- 
room and chambers of former 
Chief 34th District Court Judge 
Felix Rogalle on Jan. 3. Also 
introduced to the public at the 
time was her official court re- 
corder Michele Cenkner, 28. 



Green also made history in 
another way on election night 
1994, when she swept every 
precinct in the judicial dis 
trict. the first time that has 
ever happened, court officials 
said. 

Since her victory but prior 
to assuming the bench, Green 
spent hours in the courtrooms 
of both Judges William Szlinis 
and Henry Zaborowski, ob- 


serving how the veteran judges 
handle their dockets. 

The two incumbent judges 
and retired Judge James Stone 
also honored her by present- 
ing her with an engraved gavel 
at a Christmas party. 

During the week of Jan. 9-13 
Green attended a new judges 
school in Lansing and thus be- 
gan work in the court in deep 
earnest on Jan. 17, the day af- 
ter the Martin Luther King 
holiday. 

Green knows that every’ de- 
cision she makes will not be 
considered the right decision 
by some, but vows she will 
make prompt decisions. “Noth- 
ing is more frustrating for law- 
yers, complainants or 
defendants than judicial de- 
lays.” she said. 


Siblings enter nuclear program 


Daughter of Belleville couple joins state police 


A Belleville brother and sis- 
ter are the first team of sib- 
lings to enlist in the Navy 
Nuclear Power program. 

Jennifer and Neil Merritt, 
the children of Gerald Merritt 
and Laurie Roark of Be- 
lleville, departed for basic 
training at Great Lakes, 111., in 
October. 

Jennifer is a 1992 graduate 
of Belleville High School, and 
Neil is a 1994 graduate. 

For Neil, the decision to 
join the Navy was motivated by 
the educational benefits. 

“I want money for college. 
I’d like to be an electrical engi- 
neer, and career-wise, I felt the 
Navy was the best choice I 
could make,” Neil said. 

After passing the qualifying 


test for the nuclear program, 
Neil suggested that his sister 
give the same test a try, and 
Jennifer took her brother’s ad- 
vice. 

“In the past, the program 
wasn’t open to women, but it 
recently opened up," said Jen- 
nifer Merritt. “I may be one of 
the first women in the Navy 
Nuclear Power program, but I 
know I won’t be the only one.” 

Jennifer is also interested 
in the educational benefits 
available through the Navy, 
and also has her sights set on 
an engineering career. 

Although she had a full-time 
job before joining the Navy, 
Jennifer wanted something 
that was “more challenging.” 

“I want to be able to use my 


brains,” she said. 

Both said their parents sup- 
port their decisions. 

“The Nuclear Power pro- 
gram is an elite one, and we 
were impressed with the way 
both of them aced their 
scores,” said Chief Anthony 
Rizzo of the Navy Recruiting 
office. 

“The nuclear field is one of 
the Navy’s many technologi- 
cally advanced fields that is 
now open to both men and wo- 
men in the gender-neutral 
Navy of today. The Merritts are 
just two of more than 50,000 
young men and women who 
will join the U.S. Navy this 
year,” said Petty Officer John 
Neylon of the Navy Public Af- 
fairs Office in Detroit. 


One of the new state 
troopers, who began service at 
the Hastings Post, is the daugh- 
ter of James Meadows and his 
wife of Belleville. 

Trooper Kimberly McMur- 
ray, a native of Wayne, is a 
graduate of Wayne Memorial 
High School. She has a bache- 
lor’s degree in physiology, and 
has served in the U.S. Army. 
Trooper McMurray is married 
and has one child. 

As a graduate of the 110th 
Recruit School Class, Trooper 


McMurray received 17 weeks 
of intense training in criminal 
law, criminal investigation, 
crime scene processing, patrol 
tactics, physical fitness, first 
aid, firearms instructions, de- 
fensive tactics and precision 
driving techniques.

Warrant issued in 
property destruction 

A warrant has been issued for a 
Wayne man charged with malicious 
destruction of property who did not 
show up for his sentencing Jan. 11 
in Detroit Wayne County Recorder’s 
Court. 

James C. Talaga was accused of 
spray painting various businesses 
and residential areas in Wayne 
Sept 2, 1994. 

The incident caused thousands of 
dollars worth of damage, according 
to Wayne police Lt. Mel Drews. Tal- 
aga was allegedly assisted by Ken- 
neth William Short, of Belleville, 
who is also charged with malicious 
destruction of property. 

A March 10 final conference has 
been scheduled for Short in Detroit 
Recorder’s Court. 

Trial set in 
Romulus murder 

The murder trial involving the 
killing of an Evart, Mich, man in a 
Romulus McDonald’s Restaurant 
parking lot will begin Monday in the 
Frank Murphy Hall of Justice. 

Two Detroit men, Clarence Scott, 
33, and Isaac Collier, 26, will be on 
trial on murder, felony firearm and 
robbery charges as the proceedings 
open before Recorders Court Judge 
Geraldine Ford tomorrow morning. 

Assistant Wayne County Prosecu- 
tor Kevin Simowski will attempt to 
prove that the pair shot and killed 
Elwin Lillie, 54, as he sat in his car 
outside a McDonald’s Restaurant at 
Middlebelt and Wick Roads in Ro- 
mulus about 2 p.m. on April 2, 1994. 

The pair reportedly tried to rob 
Mr. Lillie, who was sitting in his par- 
ked car awaiting the arrival of his 
mother at Detroit Metropolitan 
Airport. 

When the defendants’ car be- 
came inoperable, Romulus police 
said, they ran to a nearby gas station 
and stole a car from a woman, who 
was filling up her gas tank at the 
time. 

The pair were nabbed a short 
time later and arraigned in the 34th 
District Court. 

State senator 
is remembered 

Tributes to the late Sen. William 
Faust, who represented Romulus 
for many years, were expressed 
Monday night by Mayor Beverly 
McAnally and the Romulus City 
Council. 

McAnally said Faust was in her 
office only weeks ago continuing to 
give her the encouragement he long 
has offered to her. 

“I’m sorry he didn’t get to enjoy 
the time of retirement and reflec- 
tion he deserved,’’ the mayor said. 

Councilman Jimmie Raspberry 
said, “We have lost a friend and a 
great statesman. He and I started 
our political careers together in 
1955. He was determined to serve 
not only his district, but all the peo 
pie in the state of Michigan.” 

“Even in retirement he would 
have been able to offer a great 
source of advice,” said Mayor pro 
t$m Mary Ann Banks. 

Councilman Randy Gear said, 
“Faust was always on top of the Lan- 
sing paperwork. He always kept us 
abreast of what was happening 
there.” 

The council voted 6-0 in favor of a 
memorial resolution for Faust. 


Were accused killers guns for hire?

Are two Detroit men charged with first-degree 
murder “hired guns” or the victims of “mistaken 
identify". 

Inkster police believe they have the two of 
three men who killed 23- year-old Eric Austin in 
cold blood on Dec. 10 in his back yard. 

Austin was shot in the head and hand after two 
men opened fire on him as he and some friends 
stood on a corner in the 1100 block of Helen 
Street. 

Antonio Jacob Peay, 19, who lives on East 
Grand Boulevard, and TYwan Andre Borthwell, 
20, who resides in the 8000 block of Woodmont in 
Detroit were arrested Wednesday and charged 
with first-degree murder and felony firearms. 

Peay and Borthwell went before Judge Sylvia 
James in the 22nd District Court and pleaded not 
guilty to both counts and James ordered the de- 
fendants incarcerated until an examination is 
conducted.

The court set 9 a.m. Wednesday for the exam. 

Inkster police theorize that the murder “was 
some sort of revenge killing”. But they would not 
elaborate. 

Austin and three of his friends were standing 
on the comer in the 1100 block of Helen Street, 
which is near the victim’s home, when three men 
who appeared to have on ski masks approached 
and opened fire, according to a witness. 

The witness said that Austin managed to elude 
the initial volley of bullets and ran toward his 
home in hopes of escaping his killers. However, 
the two gunmen followed and chased him down 
in the victim’s back yard where they shot him 
dead. 


When Emergency Medical Service technicians 
John Nickler and Robert Roths arrived at the 
murder scene and checked the victim, they re- 
ported that they couldn’t locate any vital signs. 

A second witness told police that she over- 
heard the two gunmen, who had on dark clothing 
and hoods or ski masks, inform a third accom- 
plice say; “We got him” and the other replied: 
“Yeah”. 

Police do not have the third suspect in custody. 

Inkster Detective John McGruder is in charge 
of the investigation and case. He was not avail- 
able for comment at press time Friday. 

Police would not say w'hether the two defen- 
dants were connected with what appeared to be a 
drive-by shooting a week after the fatal shooting 
on Helen Street near Glenwood. 

In the second incident. Sesaly Austin, was shot 
in the shoulder and leg. She was treated for the 
wounds at a nearby hospital and later released. 

At that time, McGruder said that he did not 
have a motive or witnesses and was seeking citi- 
zens’ help to solve the case. 



Fireside chat 

Friends remember 
senator's wisdom

In many ways it’s hard to 
believe that State Sen. Will- 
iam Faust has left this earth. 

He dedicated his life to 
helping others, and he never 
started a day without a smile. 
Sen. Faust died Jan. 21 from 
complications following tri- 
ple-bypass and gallbladder 
surgery. He retired from the 
state office Jan. 1, 1995, and 
spent his last days of his 28- 
year term at Michigan Capi- 
tal Medical Centers in Lans- 
ing recovering from surgery. 

Sen. Faust was instrumen- 
tal in the passage of the Mich- 
igan Truck Safety Package in 
1989, as well as legislation on 
educating people, partic- 
ularly young athletes, about 
the dangers of steroids and 
increased penalties for their 
illegal sale and use. 

He wore several hats be- 
fore taking on the senator’s 
position including the super- 
visor of Nankin Township, 
managing editor of the Asso- 
ciated, Newspapers, and writer 
for Detroit Free Press and the 
Wayne Dispatch. 

Sen. Faust was one of the 
authors of the Handicapper 
Civil Rights Act in Michigan. 
He was successful in working 
with business interests and 
handicapper advocates to re- 
store portions of the act in- 
validated by the Carr 
decision. 

A strong supporter of 
Michigan libraries, Sen. 


Faust was widely credited 
for his leadership in securing 
funds necessary to build the 
Michigan Library and Histor- 
ical Museum located west of 
the Capitol building in 
Lansing. 

For the many accomplish- 
ments of Sen. Faust, we say 
“Cheers”. The following is a 
section of the Suburban Liv- 
ing interview conducted by 
this reporter with Sen. Faust 
in 1990 during his recent 
election to a seventh term as 
the state senator. 

The interview reflects the 
generosity and kindness of a 
man who will not be forgot- 
ten by his friends, family and 
those who had the privilege 
of knowing him. 

Question: Tell us a little 
about your background...how 
did you get started in 
politics? 

William Faust: Well, I got 
into politics by doing what 
you’re doing. I was a news- 
paper person when I got out 
of college. I worked on the 
Detroit Free Press and the 
Wayne Dispatch and then be- 
came the managing editor of 
the Associated Newspapers. 

During that period, partic- 
ularly with the Wayne Dis- 
patch, our paper was critical 
of the then Nankin Township 
administration. We had sev- 
eral editorials dealing with 
internal things there we felt 
differently than what the 
elected officials had.

Gibson is scheduled to return Wednesday to 
tie courtroom t^ answer to the charge. 


• He’s been in trouble before,” said Inkster De- 
tective Richard E. Rashad, who is handling the 
investigation. "He also has a string of felony con- 
victions and, because of that, he will be tried as a 
habitual criminal.” 

Rashad added that the defendant confessed 
and that he said he committed the act “because 
the devil made him do it" 

Gibson’s latest problems with the law stems 
from an incident that occurred around 3:30 p.m. 
Tuesday. Carol Ann unver. a 34-year old Wayne 
resident, told police that she was leaving work at 
the Advance Nursing Home and was walking to 
her car parked in the employees’ parking lot 
when someone came up from behind and 
knocked her down. 

Driver said that the culprit tried to take her 
purse, and that the thief managed to get it only 
alter she waged a tug of-war for it. 

Driver, an employee at the Advance Nursing 
Home, located in the 2900 block of John Daly, said 
she attempted to fight off the culprit and that she 
screamed for help and employees heard her. 

The thief took off with Drivers purse. 


The victim’s screams drew the attention of a 
nursing home employee who gave chase. The em- 
ployee later told police that he lost the trail after 
the purse-snatcher cleared a fence and disap- 
p 63 rcd between houses in the Norfolk Street 
vicinity. 

Responding to a call, Inkster police observed a 
suspicious man, who looked like he had just fin- 
ished a marathon race. Police said the suspect 
had snow covered clothing and was breathing 
hard. After questioning the man, they arrested 
him. 

Police searched the area and also recovered 
the victim’s purse with Driver’s identification 
card in it Driver told police that she had $25 - a 
single $20 bill and a $5 bill - in the purse and that 
the money was missing. 

Police said they found the same 
denominations. 

Officers said that the defendant confessed to 
them that he had taken the purse, and that he was 
sorry and hoped that he had not hurt her.

Longtime state senator dies, 65

Longtime former State Sen 
ator William Faust died from 
complications following a tri 
pie bypass and gallbladder re- 
moval surgeries last Saturday 

Faust, 65, spent the last days 
of his 23 year term in office at 
Michigan Capital Medical Cen 
ters in Lansing. He officially 
retired from office Jan. 1, 1995. 

Faust underwent the bypass 
operation Dec. 23, 1994 after 
visiting his physician for a 
checkup. According to West 
land City Council liaison Jos- 
eph Benyo, Faust had 95 
percent blockage in the arte- 
ries leading to his heart so sur 
gery was performed 
immediately. Later his gall- 
bladder was removed. 

“It is kind of ironic that Bill 
was elected in 1966 from a hos- 
pital bed and he ended his ca- 
reer in a hospital bed.” Benyo 
said. 

While competing for the 
Senate seat in 1966. Faust was 
involved in an automobile ac- 
cident which left him confined 
to a wheelchair. However, de- 
spite the obstacles, he contin- 
ued to pursue a career in the 
state government. 

“Bill Faust overcame great 
obstacles and adversity in his 
life and he was a great Senator 
and a powerful leader," Senate 
Democratic Leader Art Miller 
said. 

Known as a “friend of Michi- 
gan libraries,” Faust was 
named the Associated News- 
papers Person of the Year in 
1994 based on his longtime ser- 
vice to western Wayne County 
citizens. 

Former Canton Township 
Clerk Loren Bennett took over 
the office of 12th District Sen- 
ate which includes: Westland. 
Woodhaven. Wayne, Van 
Buren, Brownstown, Canton, 
Sumpter and Huron towns- 
hips, Romulus, Rockwood, 
Flat Rock and Belleville. 

Benyo described Faust as a 
caring man who did not wish to 
be recognized for his good 
deeds. 

“The man gave so much of 
himself to others that people 


didn’t even know about," Be- 
nyo added, explaining that 
Faust would help individuals 
with problems without them 
knowing about it. 

“He wanted us (Westland of 
ficials) to handle things lo- 
cally. I think that’s a fine 
tribute to a man,” Benyo said. 

“We were part and parc el of 
his life. We were hit family. 
Benyo said of area residents 

The death of Faust “is a trt 
mendous loss to me, to the Sen 
ate Democratic Caucus, to the 
people of western Wayne 
County and to all the citizens 
of Michigan.” Miller said. 

Faust, often referred to as 
“Dean of the Senate" for serv 
ing the longest term as a Mic'ni 
gan Senator, began his 
political career as a former 
Nankin Township trustee and 
supervisor. When the township 
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began to merge with the sur- 
rounding communities which 
later became Westland. Faust 
supporters advised him to be- 
come involved in a higher 
level of government with his 
extensive background in 
education. 

Westland City Council Pres- 
ident Thomas Brown knew 
Faust for 42 years as a friend 
and political ally. 

“We served together in 
township government and the 
state legislature. We worked 
together as a team to keep peo- 
ple we both represented 
happy. This (western Wayne 
County i was home to Bill 
Faust,” Brown said. 

Faust was instrumental in 
starting a state museum and 
procuring a grant for libraries 
in Wayne and Westland. 

“Certainly one of his great- 


est legacies is the beautiful 
Michigan Library and Histori- 
cal Center, which opened in 
downtown Lansing in 1989.’’ 
Miller said. 

The Westland Democrat was 
elected as Senate Majority 
Leader in 1984 and has served 
as vice chair of the Commerce. 
Corporations and Economic 
Development and Technology 
and Engineering committees. 

Faust, who was born in Indi- 
ana, is survived by his sister. 
Doris Beber and brother-in- 
law Gene Beber. two nieces 
and two nephew's. 

Serv ices for Faust were con- 
ducted at 10 a m. Tuesday at St. 
Gerard Catholic Church in 
Lansing with interment in Cal- 
vary Cemetery in Garrett, Indi- 
ana. A memorial service in 
Faust’s honor will be con- 
ducted 8 p.m. Feb. 9 at St. The- 
odore’s Parish, located at 8200 
Wayne Road in Westland. 

“He will be greatly missed. 
He also will always be remem- 
bered and honored for his wis- 
dom, his kindness, his 
leadership, his achievements 
and his outstanding service to 
the people of Michigan,” Mil- 
ler said.

As a vacancy occurred, I 
guess because they felt maybe 
we wouldn’t write it, they ap- 
pointed me to fill the vacancy.

There are various Chinese 
traditions followed during the 
New Year celebration in Hong 
Kong as well as in southern 
China prior to the Communist 
take over. 

In preparing for the New 
Year feast, the Chinese thank 
the kitchen gods. On the 16th of 
the last month (12th month), 
this day is celebrated with a 
big dinner in order to show 
thanks to the gods of the 
kitchen for all the good meals 
cooked in the New Year. 

The Chinese also organize 
the following to prepare for 
the celebration: 

• Closing The Year-cele- 
brated on one of the last three 
days of the year when all the 
members of the family are 
gathered together for a big din- 
ner to “close the year” and 
each kind of food has a special 
meaning for good luck. 

• The Big Clean Up-It is like 
spring cleaning. Old clothes 
are thrown out. Every room is 
cleaned and on the floor at one 
of the corners of each room is 
placed a lucky envelope. This 
is to keep out evil spirits and 
bring good luck. 

• Everyone goes out to buy a 
new outfit for the New Year. 
Children especially are fitted 
from head to toe with new 
apparel. 

• Furniture is covered with 
red covers as a sign of good 
luck. 

• Food is stocked up in 
abundance, especially rice, 
the staple food, as a sign that 
the family will not starve in the 
coming year. 

• New Year goodies are pre- 
pared in abundance (just like 
Christmas cakes and cookies) 
for the family and friends who 
drop by to wish each other 
Happy New Year. 

• Each family shops for a 
Peach Blossom plant with 
many flower buds to decorate 
the house (like the Christmas 
tree). The more flowers that 
bloom will mean the more 
prosperous the coming year 
will be for the family. If the 
buds die, it means bad luck to 
come. 

• Everyone with long hair 
has to have a shampoo before 
the New Year’s Eve. Washing 
one’s hair on New Year’s Day 
can wash away prosperity and 
good luck and should never be 
done.

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• On New Year’s Eve the 
kids are carried by the older 
members of the family to go for 
a walk. The kids are covered 
with some kind of stole or 
blanket. The walk is a symbol 
of getting rid of all bad habits 
and “laziness” for the kids so 
that they can start the New 
Year anew with good habits 
and good resolutions. 

On the day of the New Year, 
everyone gets up early to dress 
in their New Year clothes to 
wish one another Happy New 
Year. In the old tradition, the 
children offer wishes to then- 
parents and grand- parents 
first and either kow-tow or pre- 
sent tea as a sign of respect. 

Lucky money is wrapped in 
specially made red envelopes 
with a gold sign or picture 
meaning good health and hap- 
piness. This is usually given: 
from the old to the young; from 
the married to the unmarried; 
and from the employer to the 
employees. 

A single person who is con- 
sidered an adult is also sup 
posed to give out lucky money. 
In doing so good luck will 
come both to the one who gives 
and to the one who receives. 

It is interesting to note that 
in some parts of China, a wo- 
man who has decided to stay 
single, will at a certain time of 
her life, usually between 20 
and 30, give a party and an- 
nounce her decision to adopt 
this life style. 

From this day on. she will 
brush her bangs back. Until a 
maiden is married or decides 
to stay single, she will wear

Westland man receives prison sentence in assault of teen

A former Westland resident, 
who pleaded guilty to sexually 
assaulting his girlfriend’s 15- 
year-old daughter causing her 
to become pregnant with their 
child, was sentenced to eight 
to 20 years in prison before De- 
troit Recorder’s Judge Margie 
Braxton. 

Philip Mason, 48. pleaded to 
the charge of first-degree crim- 
inal sexual conduct and now 
Wayne police have a warrant 
for the arrest of the victim’s 
mother, Carol Marie Brown, 33, 
on charges of being an acces- 
sory after the fact. 

Brown could receive a max- 
imum sentence of 5 years in 
prison if tried and convicted in 
Michigan. However, Wayne po- 
lice Sgt. Mike Sumeracki said, 
it is uncertain at this time if 
Brown will be extradited from 
Tennessee. 

According to Sumeracki, 
Wayne police had a difficult 
time bringing this case before 
prosecutors because of a lack 
of cooperation by Department 
of Social Service (DSS) offi- 
cials. Sumeracki said DSS offi- 
cials investigated claims of 
sexual assaults twice before 
police were notified and did 
not want to reopen the case. 

Wayne Police Chief John 
Colligan expressed his appre- 
ciation of Sgt. Sumeracki’s 
dedicated investigation. 

“I think that Sgt. Sumeracki 
went well above and beyond 
his role in this. He did an ex- 
cellent investigation from 
Wayne and Westland to Ten- 
nessee,” Colligan said. “If it 
hadn’t been for his efforts and 
tenacity, we probably wouldn’t 
have got a conviction.” 

The sexual offenses oc- 
curred while Mason was living 
with Brown and her two 
daughters and two sons over a 
two-year period at a Dayton 
Court home in Westland and a 
Mildred Street home in Wayne.

Sumeracki said. 

According to ncn-disputed 
paternity test information re- 
leased during preliminary ex- 
amination in Westland 18th 
District Court, Mason is 99.99- 
percent likely the baby’s fa- 
ther. Sumeracki said the vic- 
tim was only 13-years old when 
she conceived and gave birth 
to the infant in March 1993. at 
which time she believed Ma- 
son to be her biological father. 
Blood tests revealed that Ma- 
son was not the victim’s father. 

Sumeracki said Mason fled 
to Galloway, Tennessee with 
Brown, the victim and baby, 
and the victim’s two brothers 
when he realized Wayne po- 
lice were investigating him for 
the sexual assault. 

The victim currently resides 
in a foster home in Tennessee 
with her 22-month-old daugh- 
ter, according to Wayne County 
Prosecutor Lora Weingarden, 
however Michigan family 
members are trying to bring 
the girl and her daughter 
home. Two younger male sib- 
lings were also placed into fos- 
ter care after Mason was 
arrested, but the boys were 
later returned to their mother, 
according to the victim’s aunt 
Rose Roebuck. 

The victim’s 13-year-old

half-o—ter testified that when 
Mason came to live with the 
family in 1991, he began having 
the victim sleep in his room at 
night while the mother slept 
on the couch. 

“He told me if anyone asked 
to say that my sister and I had 
a bedroom together,” the vic- 


tim’s sister testified. During an 
interview with family mem- 
bers. the girl added that her 
mother also told her to keep 
the living arrangements 
secret. 

The victim’s sister said she 
left the Westland home, lo- 
cated on the 34200 block of 


Dayton Court, in November 
1993 because she allegedly 
caught Mason watching her 
sleep several times and felt 
uncomfortable around him. 
She added that Mason did 
strange things to the victim as 
well. 

“He would ask her if she 
loved him and when she didn’t 
answer, he slapped her.” the 
girl testified. 

In one instance. Mason al- 
legedly told the victim that if 
she didn’t bring her grades up. 
he would kill her baby, accord- 
ing to a statement the victim’s 


sister gave to police. 

“We wanted to know the 
truth.” Roebuck said. “All the 
nieces and nephews were 
close, but over the last year 
and a half we noticed a change 
in tmy sister’s) kids.” she said, 
adding that the victim would 
wait on Mason "hand and 
foot." “We had the gut feeling 
something was going on.” 

Roebuck speculated that 
Mason may have been physi- 
cally abusing her sister be- 
cause Brown allegedly 
admitted that Mason had 
blackened both her eyes.

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Minister looks for positive news

Recently a Detroit radio sta- 
tion began including one good 
news story in each hourly news 
report. I find myself looking 
forward to hearing some good 
news to lighten up the barrage 
of reports about the troubled 
times in which we live. 

Most of us certainly have 
problems enough to keep us 
busy without taking time to 
worry about whether or not 
what we say or do is seen as 
good news. 

Yet, I believe this is a pri- 
mary problem with much of 
our society today. Most of us 
don’t take the time to offer a 
positive image of ourselves to 
the world. 

There is a legend that a mis- 
sionary, lost at sea, was 
washed up on the edge of a re- 
mote native village. Half-dead 
from the starvation, exposure 
and sea water, he was found by 
the people of the village and 
was nursed back to health. 

Subsequently, he lived 
among these people for 20 
years. During the whole time 
he confessed no faith. He ut- 
tered no songs. He preached 
no sermons. He recited no 
scripture. But when people 
were sick, he attended them, 
sitting long into the night. 

When people were hungry, 
he gave them food. When peo- 
ple were lonely, he was a 
source of company. He taught 
those willing to learn. 

He was a source of enlight- 
enment to those who were 
more knowledgeable. He al- 
ways took the side of those who 
had been wronged. There was 
not a single human condition 
with which he did not identify. 

After 20 years had passed, 
missionaries came from the 
sea to the village and began 
talking to the people about a

man called Jesus, and after 
hearing of Jesus, the natives 
insisted that he had lived 
among them for the past 20 
years. 

“Come we will introduce 
you to the man about whom 
you have been speaking.” The 
missionaries were led to a hut, 
and there they found their 
long-lost fellow missionary 
whom they had thought dead. 

Jesus said, “The spirit of the 
Lord is on me, because he 
(God) has anointed me to 
preach good news to the poor 
He has sent me to proclaim 
freedom for the prisoners and 
recovery of sight for the blind, 
to release the oppressed, to 
proclaim the year of the Lord’s 
favor.” Luke 4:18-19. 

Anointed by the Holy Spirit, 
Christians are to be Christ’s 
image in the world continuing 
His work of proclaiming the 
good news. It doesn’t take spe- 
cial training or knowledge or 
skill to fulfill Christ’s presence 
in our hurting world. Consider 
using the following ideas to 
make Christ’s image more 
widely seen in all that you do 
and say. 

1. Say only nice things about 
people. There is a lot to be said 
for the old maxim “If you can’t 
anything nice, don’t say any- 
thing at all.” 

2. Bring peace to every meet- 
ing. Strive to be someone who, 
when he or she enters a room, 
makes the spiritual and moral 
climate of that room better. 
Seek to maintain a positive at- 
titude about life as you en- 
counter the stress and 
concerns of each day. 

3. Make every stranger you 
meet glad to have met you. Go 
through each day concentrat- 
ing on accepting each person 
you meet and making no judg- 
ments. In other words try do-

An approach 
and response to help the be- 
reaved family before the 
death, along with a practical 
list of do’s and don’ts will be 
presented by Dr. Matheny. The 
four phases of grief, tasks of 
grief, and the interrelation- 
ship between working at grief 
and praying for God's assis- 
tance on the journey through 
grief will be presented by Dr. 
Meyer.

Wedding traditions include cake, 
handkerchief and boutonniers 


When wedding bells start to ring, 
soon-to-be brides begin to think 
about something old, something 
new. something borrowed, some- 
thing blue. 

Remembering wedding customs 
has been a tradition carried on for 
centuries. But, where did it all come 
from? 

The bridal shower, for example, 
evolved from the time a marriage 
was considered a business proposi- 
tion between the parents of the 
bride and groom. 

It wasn’t as important for the 
bride and groom to be in love as it 
was for the bride’s dowry to be 
considerable. 

The first shower came about, ac- 
cording to old tales, when a poor 
Dutch miller fell in love with a 
maiden whose father forbade the 
match and refused to provide a 
dowry. The miller’s friends came to 
the rescue and showered the bride- 
to-be with an abundance of gifts. 

The following is a history behind 
other wedding customers: 

•The Bride’s Handkerchief Early 
fanners thought a bride’s wedding 
day tears were lucky and brought 
rain for their crops. Later, a crying 
bride meant that she would never 


shed another tear about her 
marriage. 

•Attendants’ Attire Why do all the 

attendants in the wedding party 
dress so much alike? It was once 
common for bride, groom and all 
their friends to walk together to the 
church. Afraid that someone, 
maybe a rejected suitor, would spot 
the happy couple and put a curse on 
them, the groom’s friends wore 
clothes almost identical to his, and 
the women dressed themselves like 
the bride. 

•Over The Threshold Because an 
cient man stole the bride, he car- 
ried her over the threshold kicking 
and shouting. 

•Bouquet and Boutonniers Early 
bridesmaids’ bouquets were made 
of pungent herbs like thyme and 
garlic-not flowers. The smell was 
supposed to scare away any bad 
fairies eyeing the bridal party. 

•The Blue Satin Garter In ancient 
Israel, brides wore a blue ribbon to 
signify fidelity. The garter, throwing 
itself, derives from a bawdy ritual 
called ‘‘flinging the stocking.” 

•The Wedding Ring The circle 
shape symbolizes eternal love. But,

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Planning a wedding takes organization 



Planning a wedding doesn’t have 
to take a lot of effort, and the key to 
getting it all done with time to spare 
is organization. 

Once the bride-to-be says “Yes, 
I’ll marry you,” she will begin the 
first step toward organizing the 
wedding by announcing the 
engagement. 

Announcements should be sent 
to newspapers in both home towns 
of the bride and groom. Type or 
print all the information of the en- 
gagement and indicate when you 
would like the announcement to 
appear. 

Allow plenty of time. Make sure 
your name, address and telephone 
number are on the upper right hand 
corner. 

A glossy photograph may be 
needed, so be sure to check with the 
newspaper about their 
requirements. 

Other helpful planning tips to fol- 
low include: 

An Engagement party The family 
of the bride will host the engage- 
ment party for the couple. If the 
bride’s family lives far away, the 
groom’s parents may host this event. 
The engagement party usually in- 
cludes relatives and close friends 
and is given in the form of a cocktail 
party, dinner or even a summer 
barbecue. 

Four to 12 months before wedding 


follow the list of helpful organiza- 
tional tips to plan the wedding: 

• Determine the budget with your 
parents and decide whether your 
wedding will be formal or informal 
and where the ceremony will take 
place. 


• Visit your clergyman with your 
Fiance and set the date. 

• Decide which friends you wish 
to have for attendants. 

• Plan the reception, reserve all 
the services you’ll need. 

• Draw up your invitation list and 


have your fiance do his. 

• Enroll with the bridal consul- 
tant of your favorite store and select 
your wedding dress, veil and 
accessories.

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Wedding on the beach costs less than $200 


Increasing numbers of couples 
are opting to get married on the 
beach rather than having a tradi- 
tional at-home ceremony. 

The government of Antigua and 
Barbuda recognizes this, and it has 
just made it easier for vacationers 
to get married in this twin island 
Caribbean nation. 

Effective immediately, there is 
no waiting time and couples can tie 
the knot immediately. Previously, 
either the bride or the groom had to 
be in the country for a minimum of 
three business days prior to apply- 
ing for a marriage license. 

Now, a couple need only appear 
at the Ministry of Justice in the cap 
ital of St. John’s to complete and 
sign a necessary declaration before 
a marriage coordinator and pay the 
$150 license fee. 

The coordinator will arrange for 
a marriage officer to perform a civil 


ceremony at any of Antigua’s hotels 
or another venue selected by the 
couple The Ministry is open Mon 
day through Friday. 

Previously, the marriage license 
fee was payable in Antiguan post- 
age stamps, but now U.S. currency 
is accepted. Additionally, $100 is 
payable to the marriage officer. 

Several hotels and resorts, in- 
cluding The Admiral’s Inn, Blue 
Waters Beach Hotel, Club Antigua, 
Curtain Bluff Hotel, Galley Bay, 
Jumby Bay, Pineapple Beach Club, 
Rex Halcyon Cove. St. James’ Club, 
Sandals, Antigua and Yepton Beach 
Resort, offer wedding/honeymoon 
packages.

• Choose attendants dresses and 
men’s formal wear. 

• Select the photographer. 

• See your florist. 

• Plan your music. 

• Plan your home furnishings. 
Three months betore the wedding 

Make sure you do the following: 

• Order your invitations, personal 
stationary and note paper. 

• Make plans for your honeymoon 
destination. 

• Have both mothers choose their 
gowns. 

• Visit your doctor. Check on 
rubella immunization. 

Two months before the wedding 

Make sure you complete the 
following: 

• Plan recording and display of 
wedding gifts. 

• Finish addressing the wedding 
invitations. 

• Decide upon gifts for your 
attendants. 

• Select the wedding ring, if you 
have not already done so. 

• Go with your fiance to get the 


marriage license. 

One month before the wedding the 

following should be completed. 

• Have your hair styled as you 
would for the wedding. 

• Attend parties in your honor. 

• Make transportation plans for 
the wedding party. 

• Have the final fitting on your 
bridal gown. 

• Arrange for the bridesmaids’ 
gowns to be fitted. 

• Order your wedding cake and 
the package of groom’s cake for 
guests to take home to “dream on.” 

• Arrange for your rehearsal din- 
ner if you plan to have one. 

• Plan accommodations for out- 
of-town guests. 

• Mail your invitations. 

• Plan bridesmaids’ luncheon. 

• Prepare the newspaper an- 
nouncement of your wedding. 

• Make a household check. 

Two weeks before the wedding you 
should complete the following: 

• Record each gift as received. 

• Check on attire for everyone in 
the wedding. 

• Plan how to handle traffic and 
parking for guests.

in ancient Egypt before coins were 
minted, gold rings were used as 
currency. 

To show he trusted his wife with 
his money, the Egyptian husband 
placed one of these rings on her fin- 
ger. The ancients thought that love 
traveled to the heart in the vein of 
the third finger, left hand- just 
where a person wears the wedding 
ring today. 

•Tossing Rice In the days when 
people lived off the land, their exis- 
tence depended on having a good 
harvest and enough children to 
help with all the work. Primitive 
people believed the bride and 
groom spread good luck on their 
wedding day. 

Anyone or anything that touched 


them would also be lucky. So, they 
showered the couple with ripe 
grain or nuts, wishing a large har- 
vest for themselves, and a large fam- 
ily for the newlyweds. 

• Wedding Cake-Early Roman 
brides and grooms weren’t legally 
wed until they ate together. A priest 
broke a flat wheat loaf over the 
bride’s head. Then everyone shared 
the crumbs. Why? It’s the old belief 
of passing luck and fertility back 
and forth between newlyweds and 
guests. 

Elizabethans piled up little cakes 
and the bride and groom had to kiss 
without the stack falling. Now, the 
cake and something bubbly to toast 
with are the only two ingredients 
required to make a wedding recep- 
tion a wedding reception. 


• Arrange a seating plan for the 
reception. If you plan to have a 
bride’s table at the reception, write 
out place cards. 

• Send your typed announcement 
and glossy photograph to the 
newspaper. 

• Arrange for name changes on 
Social Security and driver’s license. 

• Arrange to move belongings to 
your new home. 


One week before the wedding make 
sure the following is completed: 

• Have final consultation with ca- 
terer, photographer and florist. 

• Give bridesmaids’ luncheon. 

• Have hair done. 

• Plan the rehearsal and inform 
attendants. 

Day of the wedding have lots of fun 
with family and friends.

Flowers at a wedding create the 
paradise to the atmosphere, and 
they should be selected very 
carefully. 

Floral arrangements are used to 
beautify the altar. Flowers can be 
wrapped around a bridesmaids’ wr- 
ist to accent the color of the dress. 

When planning what kinds of 
flowers to use, it would be best to 
consult with a expert florist of your 
choice who can assist you with se- 
lecting color, style, how many and 
inform you of what’s in season at the 
time of your wedding. 

Bring a swatch of your bridal 
party dress colors to the florist so 
you can match the flowers as closely 
as possible. If you select fresh 
flowers, you may need to plan as 
soon as six months to your wedding. 

When deciding whether to carry 
a large bouquet or a single flower 
and whether to provide your 
mothers with wrist or pin on cor- 
sages, remember to consider the 
style of the wedding. 

Cascading bouquets and nose- 
gays are considered traditional, but 
the florist will want to match the 
style of your gown. Some florists 
suggest carrying a single, long- 
stemmed rose, but they may warn

that the flower may now show up 
well in wedding photographs. 

As you begin to compare prices, 
ask whether the florist will simply 
deliver the flowers or arrange them 
at the church. Some will even offer 
to pin on the boutonnieres and cor 
sages, set up the aisle cloth and 
transfer the flower arrangements 
from the church to the reception. 

If you decide to keep the bouquet 
the florist will make up two of them- 
a toss bouquet for you to throw at 
your reception and a bridal bou- 
quet for you to keep. 

Don’t forget to also order your 
going-away corsage. 

You will also need to consider 
the color and style of the men’s bou- 
tonnieres which will include: fa- 
thers, ushers, best man and groom.
